recently, tbe police arrest a man with 
a set of burglar's tool* In his posses. 
»lon. and one naturally wonder* where 
they all come from. 


It is easy to buy a gun of any de- 


scription, and tbe most reputable per- 
son would tot be as lamed to be wen 
purchasing Ibe most wicked looking 
knife ever made. But who would know 
where to get a "Jimmy" or a device 
for drilling Into a safe or any of tbe 
many tools used by tbe professional 
burglar in the pursuit of his calling! 


There are places In the large cltle* 


where these things are made and sold 
to the users, but such places are ex- 
ceedingly scarce It may seem a little 
strange to learn Hint most of the tools 
uaed In burglaries are made by me- 
chanic* who are looked upon a* re- 
spectable men In the community. 


Wben a burglar wants arfy particu- 


lar tool made be goes to a mechanic 
who can do tbe job and pay* him per- 
haps five times what It Is actually 
worth for making the lool and keeping 
quiet about It. Many detectives can 
recall cases of this kind that have 
come lo light. 


One In particular occurred some 


years ago wben an escaped convict 
named Williams went to a blacksmith 
and got him to make a lot of drills to 
be used In safe cracking. Be person- 
ally superintended Ibe tempering of 
tbe steel, but when the job was nearly 
completed It leaked out, and Williams 
was arrested 
In this Instance tbe 


blacksmith knew nothing of the use to 
wbtcb the tools were to be put. Most 
of tbe tools used by burglars are se- 
cured In the same way.-Philadelphia 
Inquirer.
